1. (Currently Amended) A sin gle use T sealable package that is adapted, when 
sealed, to resist leakag e of contents when subjected to a raised internal pressure over a range of 
temperatures so as to me et pertinent international and federal standards for shipp in g hazardous 
Substances or prpducts contained therein bv commercial air transport, the package comprising- 

a flexible^ air-impervious envelope having an outer waIl-(2), wherein 

portions of said outer w all formk*g a slot {5>-through said outer wall and also 
forming first and second lips (9r4^-on said outer wall adjacent said slot, 
the slot having a length, and 

an adhesive strip ftd)-positioned selectively to close the slot in th e e nv el ope said outer 
wall along the entire le ngth of said slot with a double seal formed along the outer 
wall of the envelope, wherein the adhesive strip (4©)-comprises two parallel adhe- 
sive faces, and_wherein 

a first of said parallel adhesive faces^r^f) is completely covered with a first, 
detachable protective strip^ m prior to closin g the s1o^ r whef*i* 
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a second of said parallel aflhesivg_faces comprises a first zone-£12) that is fixed to 
the £uterwaJJ <3)-of the envelope along a -and bevond the entire leng th nf 
sailfirst lip {9>of said slot-^, and a second zone £W)-that extends adja- 
cent and beyond the slot and said second lip {23)-of the slo t and along the 
entire length of said slc^ and 

said second 20ne of the second face of the ftdh^.'vp strip is covered with a second 
detachable protective strjp4i£ > prior to closing the slot. 

whgrebV the slot is adapted to be doubly seale d along its entire length on the outer wall of the 
envelope bv. first, the first face of the adhesive gtrip and al^p. second, bv the second face of the 
adhesive strip bonding to the outer wall of the en velope adjacent and bevond the end nf the first 
face of the adhesive strip, when the package is filled , closed and sealed, and p ipped. 

2. (Currently Amended) A package according to claim 1, wherein a -the outer wall 
the wall (3 >of the envelope &ff> -bas a further portion extending beyond £4)-the second lip (SJ) 
of the slot <fh-for a distance at least equal to a length of the second zone (44)-of the second face 
of the self-adhesive strip-(40). 

3. (Currently Amended) A package according to claim 2, wherein a length of the 
second zone U4±of the second face of the adhesive strip <40)-i$ at leasi equal to a length of the 
first zone <43Vof the second face o f the adhesive strip. 

4. (Currently Amended) A package according to claim 1, wherein the slot {5}-is 
rectilinear. 

5. (Currently Amended) A package according to claim 4, wherein the slot (5)4s ar- 
ranged close to a rectilinear edge (34>of the envelope-^©). 
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6. (Currently Amended) A package according to claim 1, wherein the envelope 

is divided into a plurality of distinct pockets-{2?}, each of said distinct p ockets communicating 
with a respective portion of the slot-(5). 

7. (Currently Amended) A package according to claim ], wherein the envelope-(^ 
comprises at least one sheet {2r^comprising an outer layer of oriented polyamide , laminated 
*4*h -_and an inner, polyethylene layer-&Q } laminated to said outer laver . 

8. (Currently Amended) A package according to claim l f wherein the adhesive strip 
(40)-comprises at least one sheet (13, 20 ^of synthetic olefin polymer, covered on two sides with 
a rubber based adhesive (12, 1 4 , 16, 31) . 

9. (Currently Amended) A method for airtight packing of a product, comprising the 
steps of: 

- providing a package according to claim 1 ; 

- inserting the product-(3S^into the envelope-^©)? through the slot^5) A 

- removing the first protective strip <45)-covering the second zone (1 4 ) of the adhesive 
$trip-(4£) 3 and sealing said second zone on the second lip (23)-of the slot and onto the outer wall 
(4>-of the envelope; 

- removing the second protective strip {±?>-from the first face (46)-of the adhesive strip; 

and 

- folding the envelope back on itself along the slot, so that the stripped face of the ad- 
hesive strip is folded back on itself. 

10. (Currently Amended) A method for airtight packing of a product according to 
claim 9, wherein a relative pressure of at least 0.95 bar and a temperature in the rang e of -40 °C 
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to 55 °C may-exists inside said package after packing without losing product outside the enve- 
lope. 

11. (Currently Amended) A package according to claim 2, wherein the slot {5)-is 
rectilinear. 

12. (Currently Amended) A package according to claim 3, wherein the slot 
rectilinear. 

13. (Currently Amended) A package according to claim 2, wherein the envelope (30) 
is divided into a plurality of distinct pockets-(3?>, each communicating with a respective portion 
of the $loM§). 

14. (Currently Amended) A package according to claim 3, wherein the envelope (30) 
is divided into a plurality of distinct pockets-(37), each communicating with a respective portion 
of thesIot-fS), 

15. (Currently Amended) A package according to claim 4, wherein the envelope (30) 
is divided into a plurality of distinct pockets-f37), each communicating with a respective portion 
of the slot-<5), 

16. (Currently Amended) A package according to claim 2, wherein the envelope-^30) 
comprises at least one ewe^sheet (2^^comprising an outer layer of oriented polyamide 7 and an 
inner, polyethylene layer laminated to said outer Iqyer . 

17. (Currently Amended) A package according to claim 3, wherein the envelope-(30) 
comprises at least one etrte* sheet {3r4}-comprisin g an outer layer of oriented polyamide T and an 
inner, polyethylene layer laminated to said outer laver . 

18. (Currently Amended) A package according to claim 4, wherein the envelope-^©) 
comprises at least one eater shee t (2, 6) comprisin g an outer laver of oriented polyamider and an 
inner, polyethylene laver laminated to said outer layer . 
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19. (Currently Amended) A package according to claim 2, wherein the adhesive strip 
<40)-comprises at least one sheet (13, 20) of synthetic olefin polyme r, covered coated on two 
sides with a rubber based adhesive (12, 11, 16, 21) . 

20. (Currently Amended) A package according to claim 3, wherein the adhesive strip 
£4G)-comprises at least one sheet (13, 20) of synthetic olefin polymer, covered coated on two 
sides with a rubber based adhesive (12, H, 16, 21) . 
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
